Van -Wise risked' whether it would 
not be disastrous-to'separate the high 
schools wholly from the -university by

In. closing President Van Hise-rais- 


ed the question-whether a resolution 
of the nature proposed 
might -not 


cause considerable difficulty' by.-in- 
trodiicinp-• a--principle of control ,of 
distinctly educational policies in the 
university by the legislature rather 
than1'by tho faculty. It would be ex- 
tremely difllcult. he pointed out, for 
the legislature to gi-ve" sufficient time 
to.' a consideration oC the dotajls -and 
results of these educational policies, 
whereas the-university faculty js con- 
stantly engaged in a stjidy.and discus-' 
sibn of. these educational questions. 
It would be 'unfortunate, ho believed, 
for the educational system of Wiscon- 
sin if the responsibility for. the-edu- 
cational policy of- the university were 
undertaken by anyi'other body than 
the faculty 'of the institution.
